The third method by which Germany 
might attack the United States—namely, 
through the use of commerce raiders— 
is not regarded as feasible to a great 
extent. It would be almost certain that 
these raiders would not dare travel 
otherwise than individually, for if they 
‘operated in numbers they would be ex- 
tremely liable to attack by allied ghips 

and by the United States naval forces. 

If they should operate singly they 
could not cause a great deal of trouble 
in coastwise shipping until they would 

de discovered and sunk by the Ameri- 
4 an patrol. Their only chance of doing 
3 great damage would be to operate as 
they have been—on the high seas— 
bei where they would take their chance, as 
they have been doing, on being sunk 
- gooner or later by hostile ships.
